(Believers, and Unbchevers too ,') and that

For he 
Crucified ſome, and others heBurned. And 
as before, he ſer Fire on Rome, that hemight 
pleaſe himſclf with the Reſemblance ofthe 
Burning of 7roy, ſo after that he burne 
Chriſtians in huge Heaps and Piles, that the 
hghr of che Fires might dire& Paſlengers in 
dark Nights ( faith the Hiſtorian : ) and not 
content with all this Cruelty, many Chrifſti- 
ans he dreſt up in the Skins of Wild Beaſts, 
that they might be Torn im pieces by Dogs, 
as the ſame 7acitus Relates turther.

The 
miſchief is, that when we come to Particulars (whe- 
ther Things or Perſons) either prejudice, or paſ- 
ſions, or intereſts of Men, ſtart Evaſions, and Con- 
ditions, which were never heard of in the World a- 
mong Chriſtians before. Some are for the King, as 

as he is Rich, Powerful, and able to maintain 
their Intereſt ; that's the Loyalty of the Leviathan. O- 
thers ſtick to him, as long as he ſticks to their Re/i- 
gion ; that is, the Loyalty of the Conclave, and the 
Kirk, But the Faith of the Church of England is 
this (which Iam ſure is conſonant to the univerſal 
ſenſe and praQtice of the Ancient, Apoſtolick Church, 
that let Princes be (as it ſhall pleaſe God) either a 
Bleſſing , or a Rod to a Kingdom, in all things Law- 
ful they are to be Obeyed; and where we cannot 
Obey them , but by ſinning againſt God, there their 
Authority is to be ſubmitted unto ; ſo that whatever 
their Prafices, or their Faith be, yet their Preroga« 
tives, their Perſons, their Lives muſt be Sacred : 
though they be Sauls, yet 'tis a moſt fearful thing to 
lift up ones hand to deſtroy the Lords Anointed, 1 
ſhall conclude all with that of the wiſeſt of Monarchs 
and Men, Prov. 24. 21. My Son, fear thou the Lord, 
oy and the King, and meddle not with them that are given 

to change. Amen,
